STUDIES"? 


The External Studies Program provides college credit 
courses that fit the realities of adult life: time and 
place constraints, responsibilities at home and at 
work, and the need for career-related learning. Courses 
are specifically designed for independent study. The 
program requires completion of the course within five 
months from the date of your enrollment. Examina- 
tions are given at the LRC (Library) on campus. 
Conferences with your instructor may be scheduled at 
your convenience.
